Subject: 2 way radio in China 


On the topic of ham radio in the People's Republic of China: 


Only club stations (most of them university stations) were allowed 
until recently. Nowadays, people have started receiving individual 
callsigns, and use club station equipment. 


The recent influx of BY stations, especially some of the 2-by-3 
callsigns, seem to be a result of this. 


I did not know it was possible to even purchase ham radio equipment 
for private use - perhaps the original author in soc.culture.china was 
talking about two-way radio gear for research use. It is illegal to 
own devices that can be used to disseminate information in the PRC. 
For example, it is illegal to own printing presses. Perhaps the rules 
have changed. A friend of mine from Shanghai told me that if you have 
a VCR, you must register it along with all the tapes you have with the 
nearest police department. An adventurous individual who had been 
secretly watching soft porn video tapes (smuggled from Hong Kong) with 


his friends was arrested and sentenced to two years hard labor. (Which, 


as you probably know, means he has a very slim chance of getting a 
respectable job for the remainder of his life.) 


The above info is all hearsay from what I believe are informed 
sources. 


Have any of you engaged in a meaningful ragchew with PRC hams? I can 

only manage to get quick contest exchanges. My Mandarin is certainly 

not native speaker quality, but much better than a regular non-Chinese 
ham's, and I would like to try it out.
